The  people  crowding  the  green  campus 
had  watched  the  little  herald,  followed  by  the  Queen  of  the  old  year,  dressed  in 
lovely  white,  march  up  to  the  empty  throne.  They  had  seen  the  little  children 
with  their  baskets  of  flowers,  the  little  girl  who  bore  the  crown  of  violets  on  a 
satin  cushion,  and  the  four  attendants  of  the  new  Queen,  earning  garlands.  But 
not  until  the  new  Queen — Charlotte  Backus — stood  before  them  did  they  realize 
the  meaning  of  May  Party;  for  then  something  involuntary  and  not  for  words 
was  in  their  minds;  they  who  can  find  idealism  and  keep  it  actual  are  strong.
